Mrs. Hanko- -
meyer spoke with especial reference to
Inc. work in Now Mexico, in which sho
la engaged. She said that New Mex-
ico suffers from three P's tho propri
etor, tho politician and the priest. Af
tor the three P's have got through
R'lth them, the poor peons, sho said,
have, little left. She spoke of the tre-
mendously large estates of the pro-
prietors and the demoralizing effect
which ownership of largo tracts of
land by a few proprietors had upon
the mass of the Inhabitants. Sho gave
a vivid picture of the educational con-
ditions of that region. She told of
finding one maji who could neither read
nor writo drawing pay as public school
teacher. She asked him how he had
rvcr majiaged to pass the examinations

y to secure tho position. lie
answered that it was not so difficult
since the first question had been: "How
much will you pay?" Sho spoke of
the lack of real religion among these
people and of the way in which thopriest will sometimes visit a locality
as seldom as once in ten years, doing
Jn a lump Job all the marrying, preach-
ing, and saying tho masses whichmight have been said during the In-
tervening; timo. Sho Bpoko of thovalue, of tho industrial school which isliberally helped every year by the Ver-
mont Fnlon, and thankod the people
for their liberality, while reminding
them of tho value of further help.

from tho Immigrant of ten or twenty
years, ''different in tradition, in religion,
in character. Thcro aru only twenty-seve- n

per cent, from tho northwostoro
portions of Europe, white soventy-thre- o

per cent, como from tho southeastern
sections.

Dr. Davli was anything but pessimistic
about theso newcomors. He gave speci-
fic Instances to ehow the stamina anl
character in them. Ho spolto in this
connection of tho great work In educat-
ing foreigners, particularly Hungarians,
which is being done by Northland Col-
lege on Lake Superior. In northern Min-
nesota and Wisconsin, ho said, the Hun-
garians havo gone into the "slashes,"
tho tracts of stripped forest land where
no one elso would try to live. They are
winning those tracts to cultivation. They
are also heroes, the patriots of the Hun-
garian uprisings, the victims of the
Hern tyranny of tho Czar.

Then ho spoke of how near this for-
eigner comes to us and cited tho caFe
of Sprlnglleld, Vt where ho ramo to his
first parish 17 yonrs ago. At that time
tho town was nil American. I,nst sum-
mer ns ho walked tho streets of tho same
town, It seemed as if every other person
was a Pole or Hungarian. He said that
New England was, In his judgment, tho
most fertile of the home mission fields.

He then took his audience on a four
mile wnlk through certain streets In tho
heart of Chicago. Here came llrst Jeru-
salem, a regular Ghetto, all the signs
written In YiddlHh. Next camo Athens
whore every sign was Greek and where
tho pictures In the windows show-e-d tho
men In the kilted Greek costume. Next
came tho Italian section, where Italian
was everywhere. Then camo blocks of
saloons and the lowest conditions. This
was American. Tho civilization which
made him fear the most, he confessed,
was his own. It is our civilization which
will set its mark upon the newcomers.
There Is an imperative upon us to give
them the best.

Dr. Davis' talk was very concrete and
clear, full of instances which actually
happened.

Secretary of State to Sneered O. S.
Fnsvrtl on PnlvernKy Honrd.

Word was received Tuesday at the of-fl-

of President Ronton of the University
of Vermont of the uppolntment of Sec-
retary of Stato Guy W. Bailey to tho
board of trustees of the university to fill
out tho unexpired term of Gardner S. Fas- -
sett.

Mr. Fassett, who lives In Enosburg, has
been a member nf the board of trustees
since 1S90 and therefore has served nearly
a quarter of a century. His resignation
will take effect Juno 1 and ho gives as his
reasons advanced years and 111 health.
Mr. Bailey received tho degree of A. B.
from the university In 100 and at tho
present time Is chairman of the State Al-

umni association. Mr. Bailey's appoint-
ment came from tho Governor In behalf
of tho State nnd lm will servo beginning
Juno 1 until the next meeting of tho

Tho board of trustees Is made up of lo
members, nine appointed by tho alumni,
nlno appointed by tho Stato and tho Gov-
ernor of tho State nnd president of the
university are members Tho
appointment of Mr. Bailey is tho third

to bo mudo by tho Governor
wunin a year. All of the chances wero
among those trustees appointed hv thn
State.

Mr. Fassett had supervision of the
erection of Morrill hall. tJn to two vears
ago he was a memher of thn board of con
trol or tho experiment station. Most of
his servlco was directed toward the acrl.

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WATER DEPARTMENT RUMPUS

Committee Considers Mayor's
Charges against Superintendent.

The committee of the board of alder-
man which Is investigating tho water de-
partment and particularly tho caso of
tho discharge of Oscar Helnlnger and
the charges brought by Miyor Rurko
against Superintendent J. Frank Kidder
held another long meeting Tousdny
night at tho city clerk's office hear-
ing several of the charges. The may-
or gave intimation that the end was
not vet and that bo may have more to
say, Tuesday evening ho presented eight
more charges, In addition to the fourteon
which he has already submitted.

The charges wero taken up In the or-
der in which they were presented,

Tho first, which was that the water
department hnd purchased two carloads
of cement of Spauldlng, Kimball & Co.
for which they hnd paid at the rato of
$1.52 per barrel when It could have been
purchased at $1.3" wan taken up by tho
mayor, who submitted the report of a
former Investigating committee on the
samo subject. He gave as his evidence
tho report of that committee which was
to the effect thit In December of 19U

and January of 1012 tho department had
purchased In small lots about SCO bags
of cement. The report recommended that
there had undoubtedly been a violation
of the city ordlnanco beennso of tho fact
that one of tho members of tho water
commission, Mr. Rutter, was also a mem-
ber of the firm from which tho cement
had been purchased and that tho stuff
had not been bought by competitive bid,
the price being above the limit provided
by city charter which fixes $X as tho
limit to which city officials may sell to
the city except by competitive bid. The
report also recommended that a pur-
chasing agent would bo a good thing for
the city and further stated that there
was no evidence of an Intentional viola-
tion of the charter. This constituted the
mayor's evidence on charges one and
two, tho latter being that Mr. Rutter
being a member of the commission, tho
purchase of the cement was a misap-
propriation of funds.

The next seven charges were not taken
up because tho evidence of tho mayor.
which Is largely documentary, was not
at hand, the people who are. working
on the books of the department for the
figures necessary not having completed
their labors.

Charge number ten, which sets forth
that Miss Kittle McCaffrey, a long-tim- e

employe of the department, had been
discharged without notice nnd cause,
was gone into nt length, Miss McCaffrey
appearing In her own behalf as a wit-
ness against Mr. Kidder. Sho said that
Mr. Kidder was very ngreeablo to her
until Dr. J. W. Courtney became a water
commissioner, which was In 1911. Tho
first friction began when Miss McCaffrey
asked for a raise in salary. She said

Kidder he evidently did not want her to
have It and he replied that he had seen
to it with the water commissioners that
sho did not get it. Miss McCaffrey said
that she had objected to Dr. Courtney's
knowing the combination of the big safe,
whereupon Mr. Kidder forbade her to
lock tho safe and that it was always
unlocked thereafter and tho books were
accessible to Dr. Courtney and Tom, Dick
nnd Harry, or whoever wanted to pie
them. She said that Mr. Kidder had
told her to tako charge of the office,
that he didn't want to be around when
people camo thero as she knew more
about the business than ho did.

Sho ?ald she knew that there was
trouble In the air and one day she asked
Mr. Kidder what It was and what tho
charges wero ngainst her. Mr. Kidder
told her that sho was quarreling with
'tho boys downstairs. Miss McCaffrey
then called them by 'phone to step up-
stairs nnd they responded, whereupon
Mr. Kidder asked her if he wanted him
to throw her out of the office nnd told
tho boys to go downstairs to their work.
She Insisted on knowing what the trouble
was anil Mr. Kidder told her that was

no of the things sho could ke.jp think-
ing about. Ho told her not to speak
nbout the affair that had Just happened.
In Fehruary of 1912 Mr. Kidder came in
with Oscar Helnlnger one day and told
her that her elster, Miss Agnes Mc-
Caffrey, who was also employed there,
was going to get through. Ho gave no
reason why. Miss McCaffrey then tele-
phoned to .Mayor Roberts, who advised
her to remain until ho camo down.
Thereupon Mr. Kidder lemarked to Ag-
nes: "How long are you going to stay' '
and lifted his hand aa if to stnka her.
Sho replied, "Kidder, you hit ma If you
dare," and he took down his hand. Then
Mr. Kidder called Officer John Ryan
from the police office to como uo and
remain until eho had gono.

Miss Agnes McCaffrey corroborated
what her sister had said.

Tho mayor on being asked to givo his
evldenco on chargo 11, which questions
whether Mr. Kidder is a gentleman and lit
to occupy the office ho does, related somo
circumstances to provo his assertion of
ungentlemanly conduct. He first told how-Mr- .

Kidder had abused the whole Masonic
fraternity at one timo when he was an
alderman and the representative of the
Masons had appeared heforo the board of
civil authority on the question of how
much the Masonic Temple should bo as-
sessed for on tho tax list. Mo also related
how Mr. Kidder had once, at a board
meeting, threatened Alderman McCaffrey
with carrying him homo over to tail In a
bushel basket, and also how ho told tho
mayor at a recent meeting of tho present
committee he would crawl down the may
or's throat after the mayor had merely
expressed himself on the subject of
whether or not tho committee should go
Into executive, session. In tilts connec-
tion Alderman llucll of the comraltteo
asked the mayor If Mr. Kidder hadn't
spoken ns ho did becnuse tho mayor had
Interrupted him when ho (Mr. Kidder)
was speaking. Thn mayor said he was
willing to abide by tho decision of the
committee as to what took place.

On tho same charge of ungentlemanly
conduct Mrs. Mary Cassldy, widow of
William Cassldy, foreman In the depart-
ment for many years, testified that she
once called on Mr, Kidder to have somo
bills rectified nnd that when sho went Into
the office, Mr. Kidder asked her If she
wanted five cents to pay her carfaro
homo,

All the othor charges wero taken up one
at a time nnd testimony given towards
corroborating them. Tho mayor stated
that Mr. Kidder had onco taken a book
from the olllco that had been prepared by
tho auditors nnd never returned It. He
then called on Mrs. Cnssldy to provo that
Mr. Kidder had tulten othor things from
Un tUn lmui, .tat; AMU, unet. ix Cu;

sidy testified that sho looked after certain
books kept by her husband and that ho
had kept a prlvato dlnry from which sho
testllled. In tho couise of her testimony
she said that her husband had bliterlv
complained of how Mr Kidder had made
him do work for prlnt parties nnd that
ho had gono to Fott Ethnn Alien nnd kl

nnd to certain firms about town
naming John Allen, the Itlcknk company,
Crnno Brothers and others. Sho testllled
that bhe learned that Mr. Kidder had had
porno black Iron pipe cut up nt a Job at
tho reservoir anil that one of tho depart-
ment teams had drawn It to his residence.
Sho said sho called up Mr. Kidder nnd
said she wanted some of It and that somo
had been drawn to her house. Sho said
she supposed that It was being given
away. She also testified to Mr. Kidder's
causing the manure to he drawn away
from the barn nt tin. Cassldy rcsli'enco
whereas under former superintendents
sho hnd sold It. Sho also testified to find-
ing out that n lnrgo load of lumber from
tho pumping station was being drawn
from the pumping station to Mr. Kidder's
residence to build henhouses with.

On the charge of tho appropriation of
articles of tho department for his own
use, the mayor testified that he had been
informed that Mr. Kidder had sold a
six-Inc- h meter which If new would havo
cost $301 and that ho had never made
any returns on the city's books. Several
testimonials woro read ns to Miss Mc-

Caffrey's good character and efficiency.
In support of the chargo that tho re-
moval of Mr. Helnlnger was unjust and
unwarranted, tho mayor recited the evl-
denco that has already appeared before
the committee. Alderman Buell remind
ed him that It was already In the caao
and that tho mayor was now talking to
Ui0 gallery. Mr. Rurko then stated that
ho would leav.) the evidence before the
committee on that subject Just ns It was.

To recount all that wa submitted
would require several columns. When
the evidence for the evening was com-
pleted Mr. Kidder mado a statement to
the effect that every cent taken in by
htm whllo superintendent on the water
rates or anything else could bo account
ed for In tho city treasurer's books. Ho
said thero was good reason for tho pri-
vate work done by tho department in
the way of establishing fire services nnd
because tho department owned the only
tapping mnchlno for two and a half
Inch pipes. Ho concluded by stwlng that
he would defy Ood, man or the devil
to prove that ho had ever Intuited Miss
McCuffrey.

MAYOR'S NEW CHARGES.
To the Aldermanlc Committee Investigat-

ing Matters Pertaining to the Water
Department:

(11). That the department's team with
two men for days on different occasions
havo drawn manure to Commissioner Rut-ter- 's

and Superintendent Kidder's
grounds.

(IE). That a telephone was Installed in
the lower office when the regular office up- -
Malrs was furnished with one, and both
also connected with speaking tube. Tho
telephone was apparently put In for the
benefit of Commissioner Courtney a.s Mr.
Kidder said that It would be handy for
Courtney to use while hanging around tho
lower ofllce.

(10). That quantities nf brass and other
Junk 'were disposed of with no returns
being made to the department.

(17). That Superintendent Kidde. and
Commissioner Courtney worked in nn un-
fair and underhanded manner In trying to
get rid of Miss Kitty McCaffrey and her
sister, two of the most competent nnd
faithful employes that ever filled the posi-
tions. As to their efficiency, Howe, Rose
& Co., expert auditors, made the following
statement In one of their reports: "Dur-
ing our examination we were unable to
find a single clerical error In the keeping
of the accounts, and we take this oppor-
tunity of complimenting the department
on Its efficient office force." Yet, thes!
two ladles wero rhamefully abused and

by Mr. Kliltler with no chargo
ever being made against them.

(IS), That the department has been con-
tinually doing work for private persons
on their own premises, even going outsldo
the city In some Instances. This should
not be continued.

(19). Thnt disclosures already mado
when presented to your committee by the
persons now examining the books lead mo
to bellevo that tho removal of all abuses
In tho way of special favors given, and
the total elimination or all graft, u reduc-
tion of one dollar on tho schedule rates to
every taker of tho water could easily bo
made.

(20). That in order to favor one of the
commissioner's brothers, Mr. Kidder told
Mike Collins to have him ride with him to
make the people believe he was busy In
order to keep him on the payroll.

(21). That Mr. Kidder has on many oc-

casions taken men from the department
for his own private. Interests.

(22) . That coal has been furnished from
the depaitment for a former commis-
sioner.

(23) . That the employment nf Alderman
Coffey by tho water commissioners and
Superintendent Kidder when tho work nt
tho pumping station was dono was a rank
violation of tho city charter, all being city
officials and should not bo tolerated.

on his mission but later he evidently re-

turned for It was discovered that the
work wagon hnd been exchanged for a
Concord buggy nnd Potter was suspected
as having made the change because
neither he nor tho horsa showed up
again.

Later In the day thcro came a report
to tho police office that tho houso on tho
Fnrrlngton place cn North avenue, which
Is only a rhort distance from the farm
occupied by Mr. Parker, hod been broken
Into. Chief Russ'ill at once mado an in-

vestigation nnd ascertained that the
houso hnd been entered by some ono
forcing tho rear door which act also
caused the casing to f.ill in. A search
Inside tho place disclosed the fact thnt
tho bedroom of Mr. Farrlngton had been
thoroughly ransacked hut no article of
value stolen except a Colt's revolver. The
burglary was committed some time In
tho afternoon when Mr Farrlngton, who
Is tho sole occupant of the house, was
away.

Chief Russell Immediately notified the
surrounding towns and hegan a search.
Sunday afternoon, Officer William
Collins, who was looking up the case
In Essex Junction, discovered that a rig
answering tho description of the stolen
ono had been left at half-pa- st four
o'clock Saturday atternoon at Willey's
stable by a man who In e:Vcry way re-

He then took a large revolver from
under tho ueat cushion and departed, Ho
did not show up again. This undoubted-
ly established the Identity of Potter, as
tho revolver was probably the ono stolen
from Farrlngton's place.

Tho office at Burlington was notified
Sunday afternoon of the discovery and
preparations wero mado to have the rig
driven back to Burlington, but a further
examination of the outfit disclosed tho
fact that although It was Parker's buggy
It was not Parker's horse, the animal at
tho AVIIIev stable being a much smaller
one than the horse stolen. Potter evi-
dently had swapped tho horso, got some-
thing to "boot" and decided to leave the
last acquired horso and wagon at tho
stable.

The Parker horse was recovered late
Sunday evening nt the home of Frank
Campobosso, Id Chase street It developed
that Cnmpubossn met a man answering
Potter's description on the Colchester
road near Fort Ethan Allen nnd that tho
two got Into a conversation which finally
resulted In the two swapping horss.
This happened between three and four
o'clock Satuiday afternoon. The Campo-hoss-

horse Is the ono recovered nt tho
Wllley stable In Esex Junction.

Potter Is described as a man 20 years
of ago and nbout five feet four Inches
tall, nf light complexion, with brown hair
and wearing gray clothing. He told his
employer that his home was In Mont-
real.
